Interesting Proceedings at the fAn- 
uual Meeting: of This Import- 
ant Financial Institution. 



Canadian Trade and Its Present 
Necessities Reviewed and 
Commented Upon. 



The yearly troneral meeting of the pro- 
prietors of the Bank of British North 
America was held recently at the office 
of the corporation, 3 Clement's lane, 
Lombard street, E.C., Mr. J. J. Cater 
presiding. 

The Secretary (Mr. A. G. Wallis) hav- 
ing read the notice convening the meet- 
ing, 

The Chairman said: Before moving 
tho adoption of the report and balance 
sheet, I will proceed to make a few re- 
marks on the trade, agriculture and 
finance of Canada. A telegram from Ot- 
tawa last week reported that during the 
fiscal year 1890 the exports from Canada 
amounted in value roundly to $121,000,- 
000, being an increase of $7,500,000 over 
1895, and the largest on record ; the im- 
ports were valued at $118,000,000, show- 
ing an increase of .$7,250,000. Of these 
exports Great Britain took $00,500,000 
and the United States $44,500,000; 
but, on the other hand, Canada 
imported from the United States 
$20,000,000 more than from 
Great Britain. It will, therefore, bo 
seon how interwoven the trade is be- 
tween Canada and the United States, 
and how easily it can be all'ected by such 
events as the presidential election, finan- 
cial troubles and discussions as to the 
tarifl", each exporter or manufacture! 
waiting to see whether the duties are 
altered, and how a change will operate 
to his advantage or prejudice. Possibly 
tho ■ imports from America have con- 
tinued on this large scale because of bet- 
ter railroad and other communications, 
but if thiB is so, then the contemplated 
new railroads in Canada and increased 
number of lake ateamers there should 
tend to rectify this balauce of trade, and 
give at least the eastern provinces an 
opportunity of doing a larger Bhare of it. 
Speaking generally of trade in Canada 
during the second half of 1890, it was 
partly of an uncertain and vacillating 
character, from the causes to which I 
have referred : but if questions as to Ca- 
nadian duties should be settled this 
month, the tendency to improved trade, 
which was visible in the latter months 
of 1S96, should be more pronounced, 
and it is to be hoped will soon be 
developed into a period of distinct 
prosperity. I will now refer to the 
various interests affecting this bank, 
commencing with the lumber industry. 
The Pacific lumber trade has been un- 
satisfactory as regards prices, which have 
been so low as not to allow any reason- 
able profit. However, at the Atlantic 
porta there have been a large business 
done for Great Britain ; the cut of logs 
was much in excesB of 1895, and con- 
tracts have been made for the coming 
season at higher prices ; but the sawn 
lumber business has been affected by 
events in the United States and fears of 
an increased duty there. Generally, 
stocks of all kinds of lumber in Canada 
are heavy, and prices may fall in Eng- 
land with the lower spring freights now 
current. A noticeable feature is the 
rather recent manufacture of wood pulp 
from Bpruce tir and its export to the 
United States, where there is a large de- 
mand for the pulp, and it appears as if 
this might become an important indus- 
try hereafter in parts of Canada. Ship- 
owners have had a most prosperous year, 
fewer veBBels have been built on tho 
Atlantic side, and the new vessels 
are sometimes registered abroad to 
avoid the heavy local taxa- 
tion, but the number of vessels owned 
in Pacific ports is increasing. Exporters 
of ho.ses and cattle have not done well 
in the latter part of 1890, when losses 
swallowed up the early profits, but live 
stock generally sold well, and with 
abundant fodder will cost little to keep 
until spring. Dairying is now one of 
the chief industries, and is growing 
steadily ; indeed, aB regards cheese, Can- 
ada now ranks aB a larger exporter than 
the United States, tho bulk of the ex- 
ports going to Great Britain. Butter 
has not done so well, but with improved 
methods in the factory, cold storage, and 
last steamers, will, it is hoped, gain a 
leading position ; whilst similar atten- 
tion will doubtless lead to largo exports 
of poultry. Tho bacon trade is growing 
largely, and the extension of dairieB 
tends to increase the number of hogB. 
Tho grain crops have been good, but 
prices were low lor most kinds. Wheat 
was of good quality and. sold at fairly 
high prices, but some farmers were hold- 
ing for more. Altogether, perhaps, ag- 
riculture has little to complain of. As re- 
gards the manufacturingand general trade 
of Canada, the experience is varied ; the 
system of cash stores or short credits ap- 
pears to bo spreading, affecting the 
smaller traders and the middlemen. 
Even English merchants are Eelling to 
retailers direct; but the feeling as to the 
future is more hopeful, and in some 
provinces the traders are fully satisfied 
-with 1890. The seal fishery on the Paci- 
fic produced about $500,000', but it is not 
likely to be profitable, owing to the fall 
in the value of skins hero. At Halifax 
aIbo the fish trade has not been satisfac- 
tory, and the steam communication with 
the West Indios has quite broken up tho 
old-fashioned export business thither. 
On the other hand the report from Que- 
boc is very good, with a favorable season 
lor curing, and prices satisfactory. In 
"Uritish Columbia also most of tho sal- 
mon canneries have mado money, and 
thoro was a record pack last year on the 
Tacific of 2,300,000 cases, which may be 
possibly exceeded in 1807. Tho last in- 
dustry to which I will refor ia 
that of mining, which has been largely 
augmented in 1890. The West is, per- 
haps, lost developed than the East, but 
the joint production of ore in Cariboo, 
Kootenay, etc., was probably of the value 
of close upon $5,000,000, which may bo 
largely surpassed this year. Older 
mines there and elsewhere aro being re- 
opened, and with cheaper methods and 
modern machinery show fair results. 
Our experience of Rossland as a mining 
and banking centre was so encouraging 
that we have since opened at Sandon, 
Kaslo and Trail, but these threo branches 
are so recent as to afford no criterion of 
the results we may attain hereafter. 
fcSlill I may say that they all tend to en- 



large our circulation and our current 
balances, whilst they also afford an op- 
portunity under proper safeguards of 
employing profitably money which is 
not required olsewhere. There ia, no 
doubt, plenty of ore of a low grade 
which will not pay to ship to a distant 
smelter, but more smelters are exppoted 
to.be built and at work in different dis- 
tricts, and both freights and the cost of 
smelting the ore can be reduced, and 
there are also mines which produce a 
much higher and profitable grade of ore. 
The principal dangers to investors ap- 
pear to be in buying worthless or unde- 
veloped claims and in taking shares in 
over-capitalized companies or in com- 
panies with capital insufficient to bring 
an undeveloped property to a producing 
stage. Money both from Great Britain 
and the East of Canada Howb into the 
business, and there doubtless some good 
mines, of which much will be heard here- 
after. In mica mining something has 
been done in Ontario, but the exports 
have been almost entirely to the United 
States. Graphite or plumbago of a qual- 
ity equal to tho best Ceylon is obtain- 
able, but does not appear to be 
remunerative. The phosphate industry 
seems to be in a state of collapse. Ac- 
cording to returns just issued, tho miu- 
oral output of Canada last year amount- 
ed in value to $33,027,000, an increase of 
$1,500,000 over tho previous year. The 
value of the Dominion production has 
been doubled in ten yeani. In British 
Columbia the output of minerals in 1890 
was valued at over $7,000,000, but I can- 
not say whether this Bum is included in 
the figures which I have just read for 
Canada. I will now pass to my last 
division, the subject of finance. BankB 
in Canada are numerous, and tho com- 
petition is very keen. Deposits are 
sought for by Borne banks and savings 
banks at 3'^ per cent, or more, 3)4 per 
cent being also allowed by government, 
whilst our rate is mostly 3 per cent., 
which is high enough, wo think, for its 
profitable employment. Lust autumn 
for a short time money was wanted and 
dearer in Canada, but the demand was 
not sustained, and the tendency is again 
downwards. I will now ask you to turn 
to the balance sheet. Comparing it with 
31st December, 1895, there is an increase 
of £70,545 in the deposits and current 
balances, an increase of £21,42S in notes 
in circulation, and an increase of £254,- 
903 in bills payable and other liabilities. 
Kebate is £3,041 more, which results 
from tho high bank rate of 4 per cent, in 
London at the close of tho year 1S90 on 
a larger amount of bills receivable, 
against a bank rate of 2 per cent, in De- 
cember, 1895. Both the profit and the 
amount transferred to the officers' and 
insurance funds are much the same as 
in 1895. The balance carried forward 
after payment of the dividend is £2,292 
more than in December, 1S95, and rather 
more than was brought in. On the other 
side of the account, the cash, 
etc., are £287,305 less. Invest- 
ments are £118,880 leas (which is 
caused by our having sold some of 
our temporary investments in Canada, 
and put the money chiefly into the next 
item of bills receivable, loans, etc., 
which are £757,929 more) ; bank pre- 
mises are £524 more. The total cnst of 
balance-sheet is £352,209 more than in 
December, 1895. Tho result is perhaps 
a little disappointing, but the improve- 
ment in rateB for money was late in com- 
ing, and too short-lived to enable us to 
make much profit, and I may say that 
all bad and doubtful debts have been 
fully provided for out of profits. The 
bank is in a sound condition, and ready 
to consider any desirable business which 
may be offered to it. I should like to 
say a word about the staff of the bank. 
Altogether, I think they are excellent, 
and all are energetic and zealous for the 
prosperity and popularity of the bank; 
they have worked well, and I hope you 
will accord to them your vote of thanks, 
which will stimulate them to fresh exer- 
tions. Several changes have taken place 
in the disposition of the offices, owing 
to the opening of the Kootenay branches ; 
and I anticipate an advantage 
to the bank from the moves ; people are 
apt to get into groves, and a removal 
probably tends to wider views of men 
and things. I now beg to move, " That 
the report of the directors and tho state- 
ment of accounts be received and adopt- 
ed," and after that has been seconded I 
shall be glad to answer to the best of my 
ability any questions that any of you 
may wisli to ask. 

Mr. Henry P. Karrer, seconded the 
motion, which was then put and carried 
unanimously. 

The retiring directors, Messrs. H. R. 
Farrer, G. D. Whatman and J. J. Cater, 
were re-elected, and the auditors, 
MesBrs. Edwin Waterhouse and G. 
Snoath, were also reappointed, on the 
motion of Mr. Maurice Powell, seconded 
by Mr. M. Tunmer. 

Mr. John Paton proposed a vote of 
thanks to tho directors and officers of 
the bank for their successful manage- 
ment during tho past year. He re- 
marked that tho name of tho good old 
Bank of British North America was syn- 
onymous in Canada and New York with 
prudent, conservative management, and 
he believed that good character was duo 
chiefly to the careful supervision given 
to its affairs by the court of directors, 
and also to the skillful work done by the 
officers of the bank. 

Mr. Maurice Powell, in seconding the 
motion, remarked that the small attend- 
ance showed that the shareholders were 
satisfied, notwithstanding the fact that 
tho dividend was not what it used to be. 

Tho motion was unanimously adopted. 

The chairman acknowledged the com- 
pliment and stated that the directors 
would have pleasure in communicating 
tho vote to the staff abroad, who would 
no doubt receive it with great satisfac- 
tion. 

The proceedings then terminated.

Little Annoyances of Customs Sou- 
tine— The Water Question 
Discussed.

I have written by this 
mail to our member to seo if he can 
have a stop put to those rascals of 
Stoney Indians slaughtering game in the 
spring of the year. At that time, (as we 
well know) the sheep are down low and 
come out to the slopes to lamb. Then 
the India u a. with dogs exterminate 
WiiQie bands at one eodp. I thought I 
would take the liberty of writing you, ns 
I think by your articles in the Badmin- 
ton Library on big game you would take 
an interest in trying to assist in having 
the Indians in British Columbia stopped, 
with those on this side of the moun- 
tains. We would have one of the best 
hunting countries in the world today, 
etc." 

Now, sir, the only influence I hope to 
be able to have ia through the press. If 
you take the trouble to inquire, you will 
lind that this gentleman's complaint ia 
well founded. Now and again u sports- 
man ( 1) kills more game than he has 
any right to, but I invite you to inquire 
into the wholesale slaughter of deer 
which takes place, say in Chilcotin, at 
the hands of the Indians; in parts of 
Kootenay, where they are killed not for 
miners' food but for sale, and elsewhere, 
and I aBk you to plead for some restric- 
tion on the sale of game and for a spring 
close time which shall be binding on the 
siwash as well as the white man. Surely 
the period of the Indian's pupilage is 
past. Men who not only own but some- 
times even let out farm implements to 
their white neighbors should not need 
nursing uny longer at the expense of 
the province.

Mainland Canners Vigorously Pro- 
test Against the Proposed 
Restrictive Regulations. 



To the Editor:— I would be glad to 
hear from some of your numerous read- 
ers the reason why the gifts of God 
should be taxed by the people through 
their agents the government, when it 
can be clearly proven that the people 
have done nothing to give them a claim 
on these gifts. 1 can understand when 
the people through the agency of their 
government expend money obtained 
from the earnings of the " people on 
works that the masses cannot directly 
have an equal right to, that some con- 
sideration should be extended to the 
public on account of the capital so ex- 
pended assuring them some proportional 
return for the part they have taken in 
supplying the necessary funds. Why 
tax a man who will expend time and 
money to utilize the water from creeks 
«.t his expense in order that land hereto- 
fore worthless may yield sustenance by 
irrigation? Such an one should have a 
bounty from the government, just in 
proportion that the public gained' an ad- 
vantage from it over and above what 
was an exclusive advantage to the indi- 
vidual, or otherwise to be equitable if a 
tax must be imposed on the unfortunate 
agriculturist who has to irrigate, then 
the one getting sufficient rain to produce 
his crops should not only be equally 
taxed, but even more so, since the ex- 
pense attending irrigation is saved, and 
thus he is in a better position to pay a 
higher tax. Then why should a mill 
site, or in other words a free gift of 
nature of motive power, be taxed by the 
people who have done nothing to place 
the advantage there? Then again, why 
should not the miner have the right to 
use the water that nature has provided 
him with free from encumbrance, when 
no individual or combined individuals 
(the government) have expended anv 
funds to place it there? It is unwiBe to 
discriminate against those who have 
more largely to depend on nature's aids 
to gain their living than those who are 
not so directly dependent thereon. That 
the government on behalf of the people 
should reserve the right to regulate the 
fair distribution and utilization of 
nature's gifts with due consideration to 
all interested, namely, the individual 
separately and collectively, is not an in- 
consistency, but there should be no dis 
criminating tax imposed on any special 
j;ift of nature that one person may from 
necessity have to use, as compared to 
another who can earn his living by not

To the Editor: — There is' a piece of 
red tape in connection with the mail 
coming to this city from abroad that 
seems an unnecessary cause of vexation 
and delay to the public. I refer to the 
small packages, which may or may not 
contain dutiable goods, frequently under 
a dollar in value, and often some petty 
gifts or keepsakes from some distant 
friend, to be valued and paid for. 

These must go to the appraiser's office 
I understand, and from there a notice is 
mailed that evening, which you will 
likely get the succeeding day. That is, 
if a package arrives here Friday night; 
on Saturday a notice is mailed. After 1 
p.m. tho appraiser's office is closed, and, 
of course, Sunday ; on Monday you re- 
ceive your notice, and unless you can 
get to tho appraiser's office before 4 
p.m. you don't get it that day. Here, in 
this instance, is a loss of at least two 
clear days; or say it comes Tuesday 
night, Wednesday ,'probablv after 4 p.m., 
a notice is mailed you, and you likely 
get it and the package Thursday, instead 
of Wednesday as one should. 

Perishable articles, as plants, flowers, 
and other things, should not be subject- 
ed to this unnecessary delay and tnere 
seems no good reason for it. Surely the 



Vancouver, March 24. — (Special) — A 
joint meeting of committees from the 
council and board of trade was held this 
afternoon to consider the question of the 
suggested steamship service to New Zea- 
land and Central America, and the pro- 
hibition of the use of traps for catching 
salmon in Canadian waters.

.•1 WORD OF CAUTION. 

We know the difficulty of saying any- 
thing on the subject of Chinese and Ja- 
panese labor, other than a demand for 
ita prohibition, without laying our- 
selves open to misconstruction; but a 
newspaper has certain duties to perform 
and these ought never to bo shirked 
through any fear of this. A movement 
is now on foot in the legislature to in- 
sert in all bills to incorporate companies 
a provision to prohibit the employment 
of Chinese or Japanese persons about 
the works authorized by the bills. It is 
not our intention to say a word against 
the policy of such legislation. The com 
petition of Oriental labor is a very seri 
ous matter and sooner or later will have 
to be discussed on its merits, but th 
present is not the time to do so. "What 
needs consideration is the thing which 
was done yesterday when the house was 
in committee on the West Kootena; 
Power & Light Company's bill 
and will from present appearances 
be repeated in the case of a great num- 
ber of other bills. The point which we 
have in mind has not been taken in the 
legislature, so far as we know, nor do 
we think it has been mooted in the 
courts; yet it is one that we think will 
have an important bearing ultimately on 
the question and may seriously affect 
some of the most important private 
legislation of this session. The form of 
the amendment which it is proposed to 
insert in the several bills is as follows: 

No Chinese or Japanese person shall 
be employed in the construction, opera- 
tion and maintenance of the undertak- 
ing hereby authorized, under a penalty 
of five dollars per day for each and 
every Chinese or Japanese person em- 
ployed in contravention of this section, 
to be recovered upon complaint of nny 
person under the provisions of the 
" Summary Convictions Act, 1SS0," and 
amending acts. 

We draw attention to the ex- 
pression: "No Chinese or Japanese' 
person." A Chinese or Japanese per- 
son is presumably a person born in 
China or Japan or the offspring of par- 
ents born in either of those countries. 
If such a person shall take the oath of 
allegiance to tho Queen and thereby be- 
come a British subject he will remain a 
Chinese or Japanese person, as the case 
may be. But every British Bubject, no 
matter where he was born or what hia 
parentage is, has equal civil rights with 
every other British subject, so long as he 
is not a convicted felon. As a matter of 
fact a great number of Chinese are tak- 
ing out naturalization papers. The Brit- 
ish Columbia legislature cannot prevent 
this. There is no law on the statute 
book and none which the legislature of 
this province can pass which will pre- 
vent every Chinese or Japanese person, 
who has been in Canada for three years, 
from taking out naturalization papers 
and thereby acquiring equal rights with 
all other British subjects. Can tho leg- 
islature constitutionally pass a law de- 
priving one class of British subjects of a 
right which all other classes of British 
subjects enjoy? Have the promoters of 
the proposed legislation considered this 
point and have they reflected upon the 
possible fate of laws containing such a 
clause, when they come to be considered 
by the Governor-General in Council? It 
might prove an awkward thing by and 
bye to have tho acta incorporating com- 
panies disallowed because they contain 
a provision of doubtful constitutionality 
or one which the Federal ministry may 
hold to be contrary to the general policy 
of the Dominion. 

We have thought it our duty to direct 
attention to this matter white it ia

If this proves to be tho case, the Laurier 
ministry will receive hearty endorse- 
ment from all parts of the Dominion in 
respect to its tariff policy. People will 
not stop to reflect that tho action of the 
United States has really left no other 
course possible, or if thoy do, will con- 
gratulate themselves and congratulate 
the country that hereafter wo shall have 
both parties committed to a commercial 
policy which shall be both Canadian and

sioner, with headquarters at Dublin, Lub 
object being the placing before the 
sirable class of intending emittrants from 
the Kmerald Isle the advantages which 
Canada offers as a home for the thrifty 
and industrious. Mr. Jury is well 
known as a leader in labor circles, and 
Mr. Devlin is a bright, wide-awake 
newspaper man, so that together they 
will be able in the short time at their 
disposal to pick up a good deal of the 
kind of information they want 
about the Western part of Canada. 
Their object is to find out what are the 
resources of the Northwest and British 
Columbia and what class of people are 
most required for populating it.

Third Session of the Seventh Parliament. 



THIRTIETH DAY. 

Monday, March 24, 1807. 
The Speaker took the chair at 2o'clock. 
Prayers by Rev. R. W. Trotter. 
Mr. Helmcken presented a petition 
from 2,711 women o£ the province, aak- 
, ing for franchise. .The petition was 
read, received and ordered printed. 

Mr. Sword moved for copieB of all 
correspondence, petitions, etc., between 
' the Sumaa dyking commissioners or any 
other persons and the government, or 
any member thereof, in relation to the 
SumaB dyking, such return to cover the 
period between January 1, 1894, to 
date. Carried. 

Dr. Walkem asked the Minister of 
Finance: " How many of those delin- 
quent taxpayers whoso properties were 
advertised for sale at last sale for taxes 
in New Westminster district received 
rebates?" 
Hon. J. H. Turner replied, " Nine." 
Mr. Williams aaked the Premier : 
" 1. HaB the Columbia and Western 
Railway Company deposited with the 
provincial govornmenc security in com 
pliance with section 3, Columbia and 
Western Railway Subsidy Act, 189G? 

" 2. If so, when was said security de- 
posited? 

" 3. Nature of the security, if any? 
" 4. If by bond, names and addresses 
of bondsmen? 
" 5. Conditions of bond, if any? " 
Hon. J. H. Turner replied : 

1. "Yes." 

2. " Fourteenth October, 1890." 

3. " By bond." 

•1. " August Heinze, of Trail, B.C." 

5. "To be supplanted by $75,000 of 
first mortgage bonds of the railway com- 
pany when issued." 

Mr. Graham asked the Premier: 

" 1 Was the right to purchase pas- 
toral lands intentionally omitted from 
the act granting aid to the Columbia 
and Western Railway? 

" 2. If not intentional, does the gov- 
ernment intend to take any steps to 
place pastoral lands on the same footing 
as agricultuval land? " 

Hon. J. H.Turner replied: 

1. " It evidently was." 

'2. "No." 

Dr. Walkem asked the Minister of 
Finance: 

" What were the railway and Bteamer 
expenses cf individual ministers for the 
six monthB ending December 31, 1890." 

Hon. J. H. Turner replied that he 
could give no fuller information than 
was contained in the return presented to 
the house on the 22nd inst. 

Mr. Williams asked the Attorney- 
General : 

" 1. Did the Attorney-General hold a 
brief on behalf of the province before the 
Privy Council re Precious Metals in 
Island Railway lands? 

" 2. How many days were ocoupied at 
the hearing before the Privy Council? 

" 3. Who acted as counsel in the above 
matter for the province, and when en- 
gaged? 

" 4. What feeb (if any) were paid to 
English counsel and solicitors herein? " 
Hon. D. M. Eberts replied : 

1. "Yes." 

2. " Mr. Bigham, Q.C., and C. A. 
Russell. They were retained for the pre- 
paration of the respondent case on the 
Ilth May, 1S9G; they were briefed on 
the 22ad July, 1890." 

4. "£310 10 3 . 8d., but of this £254 8s. 
Sd. were taxed and refunded as against 
the losing side." 

Mr. Helmcken caused a little amuse- 
ment by jokingly complaining that he 
waB unable to get the return brought 
down in the house the other day from 
Alberni. 

Mr. Huff, exhibiting the Colonist 
with the facsimile of the first gold- 
brick turned out by the Consolidated 
Alberni, which had been shown to the 
members a few days ago, volunteered 
to furnish Mr. Helmcken with that copy 
of the return. (Laughter.) 

The house went into committee on the 
East Kootenay Railway Co. bill, but m 
Mr. Macpherson's anti Chinese clause 
was brought up it was decided to 
adjourn the sitting of the committee for 
a week to await the result of Mr. 
Adams' general bill prohibiting the em- 
ployment of Chinese. 

Tbe house then went into committee 
on the West Kootenay Power and Light 
Company bill, Mr. Huff" in the chair. 
In committeo Mr. Macpherson again 
brought up his anti-Chinese clause, 
which was carried. The committee rose 
and reported the bill complete with j 
amendments. 

The house went into committee on thi 
Vancouver, Victoria and Eastern Rail 
way bill, Mr. Smith in the chair. 

Some discussion arose over section 17 
which provided that tbe company might 
issue guaranteed or preferred stock not 
exceeding $17,500 per mile. Mr. Booth, 
who introduced the bill, moved to strike 
out the restriction of $17,500. 

Mr. Cotton feared this might l>e un- 
limited power that might have a bad ef- 
fect^ It was pointed out, however, that 
this issuing of preferred stock was sim- 
ply in line with the power given other 
companies to increase their stock, and 
the amendment wag carried. 

Section 24, which empowered corpora- 
tions or municipalities to make grants 
to the railway or to subscribe for shares, 
was struck out as superfluous and over- 
riding the Municipal Act. The bill con- 
tains a clause prohibiting the employ- 
ment of Chinese. 

The committee rose and reported the 
bill with amendments. 

The house went into committee on the 
Lardeau Railway bill, Mr. McGregor in 
the chair. The committee rose, reported 
progress and asked leave to sit again. 

The house went intocommittee on the 
Kaslo Lardo-Duncan railway bill, Mr. 
Kidd in the chair, 

The Attorney-General, though not 
having any objection to the name, was 
atraid that the similarity of the two 
names Lardo in this bill and Lar- 
deau in the Lardeau railway bill, 
might lead to some confusion. The pre- j 
amble was accordingly laid over. A 
section was put in requiring the com- 
pany to commence building in two years 
and to complete the road in four years. 

The committee reported and aaked 
leave to sit. a<_'nin. 

On motion of Mr. McGregor the Na- 
naimoand Alberni railway Dill was read 
a Eecond time. 

Hon. Mr. Turner presented the an- 
nual report of Mr. John Fannin, curator 
of the provincial museum. The irratify- 
ing information is given that a greater 
number of valuable contributions have 
been received during the past year than 
during any previous one. Owing to the 
crowded state of the present quarters 
preventing a proper arrangement of 
specimens no attempt has been made in 



the way of a classified catalogue, but 
such a catalogue will bo proceeded with 
as soon as the collection has been ar- 
ranged in the new quarters, and Mr. 
Fannin advised that the removal to a 
building where the chance of fire will be 
less thau at present cannot take place 
too aoon. The Curator also advises that 
the minerals be placed in a department 
of mineralogy under the care of the pro- 
vincial mineralogist. The total number 
of specimens in the museum is 16,577. 
Mr. Fannin says in closing: 

"During my visit East last summer I 
made special inquiries respecting the cost 
of collecting and maintaining similar^ in- 
stitutions in England and the United 
States, and I must say that I found none 
equal to this that had been got together 
in the same time and for the same 
amount of money." 

Mr. Helmcken asking whether the ad- 
dress to be presented to Her Majesty 
from the house on the occasion of her 
diamond jubilee was ready, 

Mr. Speaker intimated that he under- 
stood the address was in course of pre- 
paration and would be a very handsome 
one. 

Hon. Mr. Martin remarked that not 
only would it be a very handsomely il- 
luminated production, but thore was an 
additional cause for congratulation in 
the fact that it wns being prepared in 
the Lands and Works department, and 
would be equal to any work that could 
be turned out in any other part of the 
Dominion. 
The house then adjourned. 

NOTICE OF MOTION. 

By Mr. Helmcken— To introduce a 
bill to amend the " Election Regulation 
Act." 

By Dr. Walkem— To move on report 
on the Lunacy bill to strike out tlie 
words " lunatic asylum " in the title and 
substitute therefor the words " hos- 
pital for the insane." 

Mr. Helmcken to move on Monday : 
Whereas, on the 1st day of April. A.D. 
1890, the government of the Dominion 
of Canada expressed its willingneess 
(without prejudice to its claim to all 
other reserves in the province of British 
Columbia, and that the title of the land 
which may be accepted as a reserve for 
the Songheea Indians in lieu of their 
present reserve, be conveyed in fee sim 
pie to the Dominion government) to as 
sent to the terms of the resolution pass 
ed by the legislative assembly of the 
province of British Columbia on the 28tl 
day of January, 1890, relative to the re 
moval of the Sonchees tribe of Indians 
from the reserve to some suitable local 
ity: 

" And whereas, on the 1st day of 
June, A.D. 1S90, the government of the 
province of British Columbia expressed 
its willingness to accept the aforesaid 
proposition of the government of the 
Dominion of Canada: 

" And whereas, by anorder-in-conncil 
dated the 23rd day of February, A.D 
1897, the government of the Dominion of 
Canada desires to insert an additional 
term , viz : 

'* 1. The commissioners to select 
tract of land as a new reserve for the 
Songheea Indians, and to value Buch land 
and the land comprised in the present 
reserve, assessing the difference in valu 
ation, such difference to be made good 
by the province, either by a money pay 
ment to the Dominion government or 
trustees for the Indians, or by the allot 
ing of additional land to the satisfaction 
of the superintendent-general of Indian 
affairs, it being understood that such 
land as the province may set apart for 
the Indians, will be conveyed in fee 
simple to the Dominion government, and 
that the land comprised in the Songhees 
reserve will revert to the province," as 
a further condition of acceptance of the 
aforesaid resolution : 

" And whereas, the insistence by the 
Dominion government of such terms as 
so altered will prevent the laborH of the 
special commission being entered upon 
for some time, if not altogether, and 
thus do an injustice to the city of Vic- 
toria, besides causing great uneasiness 
amongst the Indians on the said reserve; 

" And whereas, it is highly desirable 
that the special commission should com 
mence its sittings at an early date; 

" Be it therefore resolved, that a re 
spectful address be presented to His 
Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, 
questing him inform the government of 
the Dominion of Canada that this house 
does not consider the terms set out in 
the said order-in-council, dated the 23rd 
day of February, A.D. 1897, satisfactory 
or equitable for the settlement of this 
long-pending controversy, nor just to 
this province, but approves of the terms 
set forth in the order-in-council of the 
government of the province of British 
Columbia, dated the 15th day of March, 
A.D. 1897, aB affording the best means 
for providing a prompt and final settle- 
ment of this important question." 

By Dr. Walkem — On report on Lunacy 
bill to move that section -i') be amended 
by striking out the section and inserting 
in lieu thereof : "When a lunatic sent 
to any public hospital fur the insane is 
under the u(fe of 21 yearB and has a 
father or a mother able I o nay for his 
maintenance, or a guardian or commit- 
tee, it shall be the duty of the Medical 
Superintendent to send a copy of the 
order and certificate, attested under his 
hand and that of the clerk of such pub- 
lic hospital for the insane, to the father 
or mother, guardian or committee (as 
the case may be) of the lunatic, to 
which copy the said Medical Superin- 
tendent and clerk shall subscribe a cer- 
tificate of the admission of the lunatic, 
and of the amount which will become 
due for him each month to the hospital, 
by the regulations of the hospital for 
insane made in that behalf, and 
the Medical Wtiperintendent shall 
at once render an account to 
the father, mother, guardian or 
committee (aB the case may be) so liable 
for the maintenance and clothing of the 
patient, from the date of his admission 
into such hospital for insane; and such 
person or persona shall bo notified that 
the patient will bo made a private pa- 
tient, and that he or they must provide 
a bond in Form M in the schedule to 
this act, for the future maintenance of 
the hospital for the insane.

Quartz Creek Has Had a Rapid Develop 
ment— The Government Builds Two 
Bridges Across Salmon River.

A Nelson special to the P. -I. eays : 
The now town of Quartz Creek has built 
up rapidly and has nowabout forty 
buildings. Many men are goinu in every 
day seeking investment, and the hotel 
accommodations are insufficient. The 
government has practically decided 
upon building two bridges across 
Salmon river; one south of Quartz 
Creek and the other a mile and a half 
north, which would better suit the pur- 
poses of Wild Horse creek. There is al- 
ready sufficient ore in sight to justify 
the building of eight or ten miles of 
wagon road up Wild Horse creek, and it 
eeems probrble that construction will be 
commenced during the coming Bpring. 
The entire district, all of which lies in 
the Nelson mining district, is literally 
plaste.ed with claims, n any of which 
show free gold on the surface, and much 
which is suitable for concentrating. 

The excitement is intense and there is 
sure to be a Dig boom in the spring. 
Like the famous Slocan district, these 
properties me showing up well from the 
start, and the consensus of opinion is 
that the camp will he fully as rich iib any 
other district in tlio Kootenay. The 
"yellow-legged prospectors" have not 
paid much attention here yet, but just 
is soon as the snow goes away so that 
their wasp-like appendages will not be 
discolored by moisture, they will be 
prominently in evidence. Much devel- 
opment work is being done, and a num- 
ber of mines are making preparations to 
ship. 

The Ymir mine on Wild Horse iB be- 
ing developed by the London &. British 
Columbia Gold Fields Company, and 
lniB about f>00 tons on the dump ready 
for shipment. Twenty men are em- 
ployed and 650 feet of work has been 
done,tnost of which is on the vein, which 
shows a width of fifteen feet. The ore is 
nilling gold ore and contains a consider- 
ible quantity of silver and lead. Gold, 
lowever, is the principal value. The 
Parker group and Tennessee, south of 
Wild Horse, are being extensively devel- 
oped and havo considerable ore on the 
dump for shipment. 

The KliBe property has recently re- 
sumed operations under a reorganization 
of the company, and a large force ia em- 
ployed. The showing is very fine. The 
British American Gold MiningCompany 
has started a largo force of men at work 
developing the Copper King at Twenty- 
Mile Post on the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way on Kootenay river. They have a 
ten- foot ledge, the assays from which 
show $50.92 in copper, silver and gold. 
The ledge lies like a blanket on the 
mountain, and development can be 
prosecuted without the necessity of ex- 
pensive intersecting tunnels. 

The British Canadian Gold Fields 
Company has secured the controlling 
interest in the well known Howard 
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Fraction at the foot of Slocan lake, and 
has put fourteen men to work getting 
out ore for shipment. Assays run from 
$106 to $110 in silver and gold. 

The Silver King mine pursues the 
even tenor of its way and is keeping the 
smelter busy with some of the best ore 
that has ever been taken out of the 
mine. The recent discovery of a large 
and rich body of ore has brightened 
things up considerably, and it is expect- 
ed that the Bhipmc-nts of matte will be 
correspondingly larger. The new roaster 
and roverberatory furnaces connected 
with the smelter are almost readv for 
use, and will be blown in before the 
lapse of many dayB. 



A TRANSPLANTING FEAT. 

An unusual feat in the transplanting 
ine was accomplished recently here, 
says the Pittsburg Dispatch. An elm 
tree fifty feet high and with a trunk 
eighteen inches in diameter, with roots 
and all, was moved fifty feet. The tree 
is the property of Mrs." William Thaw, 
and stood on the line of the Beech wood 
boulevard, where it traverses Mrs. 
Thaw's property at Fifth avenue, near 
Shady avenue. 

Mrs. Thaw desired to save the three, 
and Contractor John Eichleay under- 
took to remove it. A circular trench was 
dug around the tree at a distance of ten 
feet from the trunk. At a depth of six 
feet the workmen excavated under the 
tree, bracing the earth above with tim- 
bers. The mass of earth, twenty 
feet across and six feet deep, 
in which were imbedded the tree 
and its roots, was then boxed in 
with planks. Screws were placed be- 
neath, the whole mass raised and placed 
on rollers and moved fifty feet, to where 
a great hole had been prepared for its 
reception. It was lowered into placo, 
earth tilled in aB the screws were re- 
moved, and it stood as firm as if it had 
grown there. 

The tree was maintained in an up- 
right position by the weight of earth at 
the roots. The whole mass weighed 
seventy tons. The work occupied about 
three weeks, and a number of photo- 
graphs of the tree while in transit were 
taken.

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MOURNING COSTUMES. 

The Fabric* Employed— More- Crape Used 

Titan Formerly— Hot* \VJd«rir» 'Orcss. 

It is ftonriousfact that while fashions 
may change; thu fabrics used for mount- 
ing costumes rotuuin the sumo. Henri 
otta cloth is, when trimmed with crape, 
considered tlio deepest mouriiiuR. Sorgo 
and crc.poii, allowing long, deep waves 
-exactly like crape, aro also worn. 

The mourning period for a widow, 
one young enough to expect to lay aside 
her lilnck, lasts two yours. During the 
first year sho is limited to gowus of 
honrietta cloth trimmed with crape. 
Tho noxt six months sho may wear cu- 
dora cloth with lighter trimmings of 
crapo, and for tho next six months en- 
dora cloth, crepou, sorgo or any all 
black material sho may seloct, without 
crapo decorations. 

Mourning for a parent requires a 
dross of lienriotta or oudora cloth 
rather simply trimmed with crapo, and 
liaving on tho bonnet a crapo veil that 
reaches just liolow tlw holt. For a 
lirother or sister a gown of black sorgo, 
with. a collar, bolt and cuffs of crapo 
and very short crapo vail, is proper. Tho 
bonnet worn by a widow is really 
nothing nioro than a foundation for 
holding tho veil. Tho milliner fits a 
framo to tho head, covers it plainly 
with crapo and thon dnipos tho vail 




a widow's costume. 
over it. This veil hangs bolow tho knees 
iu front and is about tho samo length 
behind. Almost all widows wear white 
crimped niching inside their bonnets. 

Tho forogoiug information is gleaned 
from The Ladies' Homo Journal, which 
illustrates several mourning costumes, 
including one for a widow. As described 
by tho authority already quoted, the 
widow's first costume is made of hon- 
rietta cloth and crape. Usually the 
skirt is inado iu tho received flaring 
fashion and is decorated with one deep 
fold of crapo headed by a narrower one, 
so that tho crape trimmiug reaches quite 
to tho knees. A plain, oloso fitting 
basque, pointed at tho front and back 
and arching over tho hips, is the design 
counted most proper for tho bodice. A 
crape collar, crape cutis and a fold of 
crapo around the edgo of tho basquo are 
thi! ouly decorations. Tho bodice closes 
in front in such a way that tho hooks 
and eyes aro hidden under tho few soft 
folufl * ." lienriotta cloth that aro down 
the front. Tho bonnet is a pointed toquo 
covered with crape and havingtho usual 
long veil draped over it. For tho first 
three months tho veil is worn over the 
faco.

Plenty of Eggs and Another Advance in 
Mutton— Flour Shows Signs of 
Weakening. 

Customers have ceased to manifest 
interest in the big placards in shop win- 
dows announcing eggs at 20 cents a 
dozen. The novelty is worn out and the 
enterprising grocer is now overstocked 
with tho shell fruit. There is a very 
small diaplay of green vegetables any- 
where, and what little special buying 
haB been done during the past day or so 
has been occasioned nioro by the sun- 
shine than enterprise on the grocer's 
part. Hay has gone up a dollar in the 
ton and is probably now at its top notch, 
as the advent of spring growth is aure to 
affect its sale. Mutton, however, an- 
other article that was thought to have 
reached its highest valuation last week, 
has risen stilfanother point and is sell- 
ing at 10 cents per pound per carcase. 
Certain lines of flour, w hich until re- 
cently were very stiff, are now weaken- 
ing and a cut iu retail quotations is un- 
likely to occur at any time. Were it not 
for a bountiful provision of oranges and 
cranberries, the fruit market would be 
in a bad way, the delicious liastorn apple 
being now almost a thing of the past. 
Quantities of the fruit are still on hand, 
but the most of that displayed is allow- 
ing its age sadly.

WILL NOT INTERFERE. 



Following' the Precedent of His 
Predecessor, McKiuley Will Not 
, Recognize Cuba. 



The Strongest of Anti-Jingoists Of- 
fered the Consul-Generalship 
tit Havana. 



Washington, March 24.— The Presi- 
dent has offered the con3ul-gener;ilship 
at Havana to William F. Draper of Mas- 
sachusetts, and General Draper has de- 
clined the appointment because he de- 
Bires a more dignified post. The fact 
that the President saw fit to offer the 
post at Havana to such a pronounced 
opponent of Cuban recognition as Gen. 
Draper is of itself of high significance re- 
garding the attitude of the adminis- 
tration. 

General Draper is tl.e one man in con- 
gress, with the exception of Senator 
Hale, who has not only voted in com- 
mittee againBt recognition of the Cubans, 
but has said repeatedly for publication 
that he did not believe that they would 
prosper under an independent govern- 
ment so much as they have under the 
sovereignity of Spain. 

His utterances have run so counter to 
"Jingo" sentiment that some of his 
friends have feared that they might in- 
jure him with the administration. The 
fact that in the face of these utterances 
he is selected, not for some post where 
they would be of no importance, but for 
the very post where the " Jingoes " 
would most dislike to see him, indicates 
that President McKinley and Secretary 
Sherman have set their faces openly 
against interference by the United 
States in Cuba. 

■ The fact that Senor Estrada Pal ma, 
the so-called president of the Cuban 
Junta in New York, came to Washington 
and went away seeking a formal inter- 
view with tho new president, indicates 
that he had little hope of the results of 
such an application. He doubtless sat- 
isfied himself as to the attitude of the 
administration and as to the wisdom of 
seeking a hearing at the White House. 
Me had no difficulty in learning 
indirectly thatif he went there he would 
be received as any private citizen or 
tourist, but that he would no more be 
recognized as a representative of a sov- 
ereign power, or even belligerent in- 
surgents, than the Queen of the Sand- 
wich Islands. 

The attitude of the administration has 
the merit of leaving the Spaniards and 
Cubans to light it out between them- 
selves in the island, and the friends of 
Spain here declare that it will result in 
the eftrly termination of the insurrec- 
tion. 



Frank LaRoclielle's Dead Body 
Found Floating In the Waters 
of the Harbor. 



He Evidently Was Drowned the 
Night That He Disappeared, 
Over a Month Ago. 



A dead body found floating in the har- 
bor yesterday evening solved tho mys- 
tery as to what had become of Frank La 
Rochelle, who disappeared more than a 
month ago. At 5 o'clock yesterday a 
Greek fiBherman named Frank, and a 
young companion, saw a body floating in 
the water opposite Turret rock and tow- 
ing the corpse ashore they informed the 
police. Though the features were un- 
recognizable owing to decomposition tho 
clothing and other particulars tallied 
with the description of La Rochelle, who 
had been missing since February 10 and 
when the police had the body taken to 
the morgue they were able still further 
to identify the body by means of papers 
found in the pockets. 

It will be remembered that Frank La 
Rochelle and two companions, George 
Lasher and James McKuight, came from 
Lillooet early in February, having com- 
pleted the sale of a mining property 
there in which they were interested. On 
the night of February 9 La Rochelle, 
who with his companions was staying 
at the Oriental, was a little short of 
funds, though ho had some $000 in tho 
bunk at Vancouver, and borrowed some 
$30 from one of his friends. He then 
left the hotel for the purpose of seeing 
the town. Later in the evening lie was 
seen at the Delruonico and about ten 
o'clock he started down Yates street to- 
wards hiB hotel. 

Since then nothing was seen of him, 
though a little after that time a cry was 
heard by some one in the direction of 
the harbor: that was all that was known 
until yesterday evening, when the Lody 
was found in tho harbor. 

A reward of $50 was offered by his 
friends for news of his whereabouts, the 
police had the harbor dragged carefully 
and all that could be done was done to 
iind him, but without avail. It is likely 
that the body lodged against a pile or 
under one of the wharves till some pass- 
ing vessel disturbed the water and it 
floated out to where it was found. 

It is probable that an inqueBt will bo 
held to-day.

DYING- IN DROVES. 

Fifty Per Cent of the Interior Stock Now 
Counted as Dead or Dying. 

Residents of the Coast cities have little 
conception of the distress which, in con- 
junction, the cold weather and tho short- 
age of food supplies are working among 
the stock on the interior ranges. 

The poor, patient cattle are literally 
dying by droves, according to the report 
of Mr. J. C. Maclure, of tho Robert 
Ward Co., who 1isib just returned from a 
business viBit to Soda Creek, between 
which point and Ashcroft, a distance of 
about 150 miles, the ioss will run up to 
fully 50 per cent. 

The hay supply was exhausted more 
than two months ago, and since that time 
the ranchmen have been feeding for the 
most part on straw — poor fodder at any 
time, but doubly so with the thermom- 
eter going down, down, down, until it 
has touched 20 below zero. Half fed, 
and ill-prepared in consequence to resist 
the uncommonly long continued cold 
weather, the poor beasts aro found dead 
or dying, huddled together in droves all 
tho way from Soda Creek down— while 
the owners can do nothing but watch 
the slipping away of the property that is 
their dependence, with dull despair.

Boston, Mass., March 24.— The steam- 
er Ontario, which arrived here from 
London to-day, brought into port 27 
men, comprising the crew of the British 
ship Androsa, Captain Madagan, which 
was abandoned at sea on March 8, 300 
miles west of Falmouth, Eng. The 
greater number of the reBcued were 
practically helpless from exposure when 
taken from the Androsa, and they had 
been working at the pumps and at jet 
tisoning the cargo for many days and 
nights without intermission. 

Several times during tho light with 
the elements the men dropped from 
their places and were carried below by 
their more vigorous companions, and 
after resting they would drag themselves 
back to tho deck t6 again engage in tho 
work, even though in some cases they 
could not got upon their feet and worked 
while on their knees. After the rescue 
most of the men hud to be put to bed on 
board the steamer, hut they aro now 
fairly well and will probably bo returned 
to Liverpool by steamer this week by 
British Consul Stuart. 

When last seen the Androsa was fast 
settling in the water, preparatory to 
taking her final plunge to the bottom. 
She was valued at £25,000 and is said to 
be nearly covered by insurance in Eng- 
lish companies, while American com- 
panies have large policies on the vessel's 
cargo, consisting of about 200 tons of 
ginger and a large quantity of canned 
salmon, canned fruit, California wine 
and tallow. The cargo was said to be 
the most valuable that had left San 
Francisco during ttiat year, and while 
the exact valuation is not known, it iB 
stated that it would reach into the hun- 
dreds of thousands. 

THIC STORY OP A " SHIPWRECK. " 

Those who have relatives and friends 
aboard vessels of the sealing fleet, or 
money invested in the much-harassed 
industry, were unnecessarily alarmed 
last evening by the newsboys, who im- 
portuned them to buy the afternoon 
paper and learn " all about the wreck of 
thts sealing schooner." Those who in- 
vested, quickly discovered that the " all 
about " was very little — Indians had re- 
ported to lightkeeper Day kin at Car- 
manah that a schooner had gone ashore 
at Nitinat, and he had immediately 
wired this information to Victoria with 
the expression of opinion that the craft 
in trouble was the Floyburg. This little 
craft left here last Monday lor Cape 
Scott, having aboard the remainder of 
the Danish settlers for Qtiatsino, who 
could not he accommodated by the Tees. 
Capt. Hansen was in command, and the 
schooner is said to have hail some trilling 
trouble at the Cape. She passed on, 
however, and investigation showed that 
the Indian report of her destruction ap- 
proached no nearer to fact than that it 
had " looked as though she was going to 
strike." 

"PIONEER'S" PItOUD POSITION. 

From the meagre and infrequent re- 
ports received from the sealing fleet at 
sea so far this season, the schooner Pi- 
oneer, Captain Baker, now cruising off 
tho southern coast, is probably top liner, 
with a catch of 502 skius, A letter, 
dated Drake's Bay, March IS, wria yes- 
terday received from Captain Baker, an- 
nouncing his comparatively fair luck 
and also mentioning the Ainoka's catch 
ns being 174 skinB, seven days previous- 
ly. In his epiBtle, Captain Baker com- 
plains of the weather being the roughest 
lie has ever experienced on the coast 
and, as usual under such circumstances, 
tho seals were, ho save, very plentiful. 
The letter created a little surprise among 
many of the sealing fraternity at home, 
for they did not imagine the vessels to 
bo so far south at thiB time of the sea- 
son. 

STRANDED ON SIDNEY SPIT. 
After a somewhat circuitous trip the 
steamer Maude returned to port last 
evening, having been to New Westmin- 
ster, Texada island and Wellington. 
From tho last mentioned place she 
brought sixty tons of coal, which will bo 
taken out to Telegraph Bay to-day. She 
called at Texada on Saturday last but 
owing to the rough weather her stay 
there was very brief. On her way up 
tho tug Hope was passed high and dry 
on Sidney spit. Tho tug had run 
ashore there, but with the assistance of 
another vessel has Bince been released 
uninjured. 

MISHAPS FOR JANUARY. 

Messrs. Mellon <k Scott, agents for 
Bureau Veritas, have reported that 7!l 
sailing veseelB were lost during January, 
including 7 vessels reported missing. 
Twelve of these were American and 2.'! 
British. Twenty steamers were lost 
during the same period, 13 of which were 
BritiBli. Of the sailing vessels, 41 were 
stranded, 11 abandoned and 13 con- 
demned. 

MARINE NOTES. 
The Northern Pacific steamship Brae- 
mar is now due from China and Japan, 
and the local representative of the ship, 
Mr. Norman Hardie, was yoBterday ad- 



vised of the departure from Yokohama 
for thia port of the steamship Taooma, 
on Monday afternoon. The vessel iH 
said to have 250 steerage passengers, 800 
hales of silk and a large general cargo. 

The ship British General, which was 
reported yeBterday to have arrived at 
Cork from Tacoma, touched bottom on 
entering the harbor of the former port 
and was held hard and fast for some 
time. The damage sustained iB not 
stated. 

The second meeting of the steamboat 
men who are effecting a permanent 
organization on the Sound has taken 
place, and Boveral new schedules have 
been adopted, but no changes made in 
' the Seattle, Victoria and Port Townsend 
route. 

The cargo of the British ship Kinkora 
just loaded at Vancouver, is an unusu- 
ally large one, consisting of l,fi08,701 feet 
of rough lumber, valued at $22,375. The 
Kinkora iB bound for the United King- 
dom. 

The new tug building for Mr. Charles 
J. V. Spratt has had her machinery par- 
tially adjusted, and is now being housed 
in. She will he ready for Bervice in 
about three weeks. 

Steamship City of Topeka is due from 
the north on Saturday. The Mexico 
will leave Seattle for Alaska this morn- 
ing with, according to the P. -I., 402 peo 
pie aboard. 

About II o'clock last evening the Walla 
Walla got in from San Francisco, with 
72 tons of freight for Victoria. For all 
northern ports she had aboard 140 pas- 
Hongers.
